Washington, December 3.—(Special.)— 
By a vote of 6 to § the senate committee 
on territories agreed today to report a 
substitute for the house omnibus state- 
hood bill, the substitute providing for 
the admission of one new state to in- 
clude Oklahoma and Indian Territory un- 
der the name of Oklahoma. No mention 
whatsoever is made in the bill of Ari- 
zona and New Mexico or their claims. 


| The vote in the committee was on party 


lines with the exception that Senator 
Quay voted with the democratic members 
in favor of the amnibus bill and against 
the substitute. 

In their desire to defeat the admission 
of any of the territories the eastern re- 
publicans are using the Oklahoma bill as 
a blind. They know that such a bill, if 
sent to the house, will in all. human 
probability meet its death there. 

Status of Indians. 

The status of the Indians residing in the 
two territories is defined in a proviso 
inserted in the first section of the bill. 
This section authcrizes the inhabitants 
of the two territories to adopt a state 
constitution, end says: 

“Nothing contained in the said consti- 
tution shall be construed to limit or im- 
pair the rights of persons or property 
pertaining to the Indians in said terri- 
tory sc long fs such rights shall remain 
unextinguished, or to limit or affect the 
authority of the government of the United 
States to make any law or regulation 
respecting such Indians, their lands, prop- 
éeriy or other rights which it would have 
been competent to make if this act had 
néver passed.”” 

As usual inthe admission of states, 
all male citizens gre authorized to voto 
for delegates to the constitutional con- 
vention, and there is a provision adopted 
extending this privilege to Indians who 
are members of any of the tribes locatad 
in Indian Territory. These Indians are 
a'so made eligible to beccme delegates to 
the. conventicn. The total number of 
such delegates is limited to 120, sixty 
each from Oklahoma and Indian Terri- 
tory. In Oklahoma the delegates are 
to be apportioned to the various coun- 
ties by the territorial officers and:in In- 
dian Territory to the districts by the 
judges of the United States courts. The 
federal judges in Indian Territory also 
are made to eonstitute the final canvass- 
ing board for the vote in. that territory. 
The statehood convention is to be held 
at the seat of government of Oklahoma 
Territory. 

Polygamy Barred. 

Among the declarations prescribed for 
the proposed state is one “forever pro- 
hibiting polygamous oor plural. mar- 
riages.’’ 
quiring the state to assume the debts of 
tne territory of Oklahoma. The consti- 
tution adopted is to be submitted to the 
qualified voters of the proposed state for 
ratification or rejection as usual in such 
cates. In case of acceptance a procla- 
mation of the president will be the final 
act necessary to admit to complete state- 
hood. 

The new state its to be allowed four 
representatives in congress until the next 
census, two United States senators and a 
full quota of state officers. Liberal pro- 
vision is made for the public school sys- 
tem of the state. 

The state is to be divided into two ju- 
dicial districts to be known ag the east- 
ern, covering the area of the present 
Irdian Territory, and the western dis- 
trict, covering the territory at present 
comprised in Oklahoma. 

The constitutional committee is em- 
powered to divide Indian Térritory and 
the land comprised in the Osage and Kaw 
reservations into counties, the number of 
counties being limited to twenty-four. 

The session of the commiftee at which 
the bill was ordered reported did not ex- 
ceed fifteen minutes in duration. There 
was no discussion. As soon as the sub- 
stitute bill was presented it was submit- 
ted to a vote. The votes of all the re- 
yublican members except Senator Quay 
were cast for the substitute and all the 
demecratic votes against it. 

Those senators who favor the admis- 
sion of Oklahoma, Arizona and New 
Mexico to statehood are organizing for 
a hard fight in behalf of the omnibus 
statehood bill which has been made the 
special order for December 10. 

It is claimed by the friends of the 
measure that no less than fifteen repub- 
lican senators have pledged themselves 
to its support, and.they figure that with 
the aid of the solid democratic vote this 
will be sufficient to pass the bill. 

They are nervous, however, over its 
fate, and they have @ right to be. Sen- 
ator Beveridge, of Indiana, who is chair- 
man of the committee on territories and 
is leading the fight against the admis- 
sion of the three aspiring states, believes 
he has the majority of his committee 
with him. Senator Quay, who is” mém- 
ber of the committee, has taken a strong 
stand in favor of the bill as it passed 
the house, and all of the democratic 
members of the ‘committee are with 
him, 

A Substitute Bill. 

While Senator Beveridge is at heart 
opposed to the admission of the terri- 
tories, his committee will favor a sub- 
stitute bill for. the admission of Okla- 
homa alone. Senator Beveridge holds 
that Oklahoma's claims are undoubtedly 
the best, but+that, in his judgment, none 
of the territories should come into the 
union at this time. 

The omnibus bill passed the house over 
the opposition of the republican leaders. 
There was some ‘politics in its. passage. 
It could not have passed had not the 
friends of aj] three territories stood to- 
gether and had there not been a desire 
on the part of some. members of the 
house to “turn down” the republican 
leadership. / ie : 

Each of the three territories puts up 
claims which on the surface, would seem 
to indicate a right to admisdion inté the 
sisterhood of states. It is true that Okla- 
homa has a larger population than that 
in either Arizona or New Mexico. but ir 
is also true that the evidences of sta- 
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House Passes Bill To Pay Ey- 
penses of Strike Commission, 


Two Hours of Discussion, During 
Which Some Features of the 
Bill Were Criticised—All — 
Amendments Voted 
Down. 


Washington, December 3.—The house to- 
day passed the bill to appropriate $50,000 
to defray the expenses of the anthracite 
coal strike commission ard then adjourn- 
ed until Friday, when the London dock 
charge bill will be considered. There 
were two hours of discussion on the com- 
mission bill, during which the president’s 
course in creating the commission was 
highly commended except by Mr. Benton, 
& Missouri democrat, who contended that 
the commission was created without au- 
thority of law or constitution. There 
was some warm criticism of the feature 
the bill allowing double suiaries to mem- 
bers of the commission now in govern- 
ment employ and because the bill left 
the amount ‘of the compensation of the 
members to the president. But all amend- 
ments were voted down and the bill was 
passed without division. 

Before the discussfon began, Mr. Gaines, 
of Tennessee, stated that he desired to 
offer an amendment. The chair having 
ruled that amendments were not in order 
at this time, Mr. Cannon, in charge of the 
bill, agreed that the amendment should 
be read for Information. It proved to be 
an amendment to place anthracite coal 
on tae free list. 

“I presume the eleventh commandment 
might also be read,’’ remarked Mr. Can- 
non, sententiously, who proceeded to say 
that he had no desire to discuss the Dill. 
It showed on its face what it was. It 
merely provided for the payment of the 
expenses of the coal strike commission. 

No Authority for Comniission. 

Mr. Benton, of Missouri, a member of 
the appropriations committee, to whom 
Mr. Cannon yielded, declared that he 
could not support the bill. As an original 
proposition containing authority for the 
creation of a commission to settle the 
coal strike .it would, he said, have fre- 
ceived his support. But thig bill proposed 
to place in the president's hands $50,000 
for the payment of the expense of a 
commission for which there was no au- 
thority, statutory or constitutional. The 
president, he said, had no legal authority 
for the creation of the commission. If 
he could appoint a commiésBion to settle 
the coal-strike without law, he could ap- 
point a commission to settle pur commer- 
cial or trade relations with Germany or 
any other sort of commission that seemed 


good to him. 


“I know,” sald he, “that to refer to 
the constitution is to place myself in the 
role of a back mumoer- Nevertheless, [ 
do have respect for the constitution and 
the laws, and I do not approve of this 
sort of proceeding.’’ 

‘Do you think the president should 
have waited until congress enacted a law 
for the creation of.a commission?’ asked 
Mr, Homerway, of Indiana. 

“I believe. it was unlawful for the 
president to ack as he did,’’ replied Mr. 
Benton, who proceeded to gay that his 
second objection to the bill was that it 
placed $50,000 in the president’s hands 
without any limitation whatever. 

Mr. Livingston, .of Georgia, and Mr. 
Underwood, of Alabama, supported the 
bill, although they agreed that the presi- 
dent’s action was irregular. 

Mr, Bartlett, of Georgia, said the presi- 
dent had acted patri6tically. Mr. CGoch- 
ran, of Missouri; Mr. Feeley, of Illinois; 
Mr. Gaines, of Tennessee, and Mr. Mad- 
dox, of Georgia, endorsed the action of 
the president. 

Mr. Cannon, in charge of the bill, argued 
that it should pass in the form in which 
it was presented. If the president's ac- 
tion had been without authority of law 
Or constitution, Mr. Cannon said, it had 
been taken in response to an overwhelm- 
ing public sentiment. “I sometimes 
think,” said he, “that a just and right- 
eous public sentiment coming up from 
the whole country of $80,000;000 people, 
which begets action, is for the express 
purpose its represents larger than the 
constitution.’’ 

The bil then was passed without di- 
vision, although there were severa] dis- 
senting voices on the democratic side. 

The house adjourned until Friday. 


KELLEY ARRIVES IN ST. EOUIS.

St. Louis, December 3.—Charles F. Kel- 
ley, a former member of the house of 
delegates, arrived. here this afternoon in 
charge of detectives from Philadelphia, 
where he was arrested last week asa fu- 
gitive from justice. 

More than five hundred curious people 
awaited Kelley’s arrival at the union sta- 
tion, and as he stepped from the train, 
accompanied by Mrs. Kelley and Detec- 
tive McGrath, the police were forced to 
clear a path through the crowd. .. 

The prisoner. was then taken before 
Judge Douglas and gave bond in the sum 
of $30,000. Kelley and his wife then left 
the court room and went to their home.

CAUSEG BY BLOWING 


Men Were Changing Vessel from a 
Coal Burner to an Oil Burner

steamer Progresso was lying at the 
wharf of the Fulton tron works at Har- 


bor View this morning, an explosion oc- 
curred. As a result twelve men are miss- 
ing. A score were more or less seriously 
injured and property valued at $200,000 
was destroyed.

Those Injured. 

Henry Conama, aged 18, arm amputat- 
ed. Robert Gibson, both legs broken; 
A. Kane, fractured leg and foot; R. Bu- 
coll, fractured left wrist; George McNee- 
my, severe burns; J. Morgan, injured 
about arms and legs; T. Magill, severely 
burned; Willie Vanderset, head ‘bruised; 
Peter Hanson, fracture of right leg. 

The disaster occurred at 9:45 o'clock, 
while forty mechanics of the iron works 
and twenty employees of the ship were on 
board. Below the decks the mechanics 
were busy completing the work of chang- 
ing the vesse] from a coal burning coal 
carrier | an oil burning oil carrier, when 
suddenly“one of the tanks blew up. Men 
were hurled against the steel wall anJ 
a sheet of flame came sweeping into their 
faces. On the upper deck men were hurl- 
ed into the air or thrown into the water. 
Three sailors engaged in washing paint 
outside the pilot house disappeared as the 
cloud of black smoke came up from the 
ship and were seen no more. 

Stream of Burning Oil. 

Following the explosion, the ship sag- 
ged in the center, showing that she had 
broken in two. In the office of the iron 
worxs, 20 feet away, every window was 
shattered and flying glass cut the faces 
and hands of many of the officials and 
clerks. As they rushed out into the open 
survivors, who were able to help them- 
selves, were leaping from the ship. A 
great crowd of mechanics came running 
out of the works. As soon as the panic 
had subsided these men set to work to 
rescue men from the burning vessel. A 
stream of burning oil, running from the 
tanks, spread out until the ship lay on 
waves of fire.. The flames crept under 
the wharf and soon the timbers were 
blazing, adding to the difficulty of the 
work of rescue. 

As the stip was built of steel, the fire 
was nearly all below the deck. There 
were fourteen oil tanks, containing about 
400 barrels of oil in all, and despite the 
efforts of the fire department, this con- 
‘tinued to burn fiercely for hours after the 
explosion. 

Se-reral minor explosions, due to the 
flames going from tank to tank, occurred 
at short intervals, but all the injury and 
loss of life was caused by the first.

Passenger Train Wrecked and 
Five Coaches” Burned, 


Cincinnati Southern Flyer Jumps the 
Track at Sunbright, Tenn. 
Caused by Striking a De- 
tached Box Car—Track 
Is Quickly Cleared. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., December 3.—In a 
collision on. the Cincinnati Southern rail- 
"road at Sunbright, Tenn., this morning, 
about 5 o’clock, the fast passenger train 

rom Cincinnati to Chattanooga was de- 
railed and five coaches burned. Two men

Cars Left on Siding. 

A long freight train, in charge of En- 
gineer Joan Thomas. and Conduc®or E. J 
Shipp, was on the main line at Sunbright, 
about 4 minutes before the passenger 
train was due to pass that point and in 
order to clear the track the engineer of 
the freight ran into a siding, just a few 
hundred yards from Sunbright. Owing to 
tae fact that the train was very nearly 
due the freight engineer ran with more 
than ordinary speed and while running 
at the rate of 8 miles per hour the train 
struck a string of cars that had been 
left on the siding. 

Fearing that some of their own cars 
might have become detached Engineer 
Thomas and Conductor Shipp went the 
entire length of their train and found that. 
it was all right, but neglected to see what 
effect their coHision had had upon the 
cars which had been standing on the sid- 
ing. This neglect was the cause of the 
disaster. A car heavilv laden with ma- 
ehinery was detached from these cars 
and ran down the’ siding until it reached 
the main track and stopped with about 
half its-entire length across the track. 

Running at Great Speed. 

The passenger train was drawn by two 
locomotives and crashed into the freight 
car while running at great speed. 

The locomotives were demolished and 
the seven coaches were derailed. Almost 
instantly the mail and express cars caught 
fire from the locomotives and these two 
cars with the baggage car and two day 
coaches were completely destroyed 

The two Pullman cars were not dam- 
aged. Frank Elliott, of Chattanooga. who 
was fireman on the second engine, was 
pinned in the mass of wreckage and Rich- 
ard Helm, the express messenger, was 
badly injured and both were burned to 
death. 

The engineers of both engines and five 
Other members of the train crew were 
badly injured and an unknown negro 
tramp was fatally hurt. 

Relief trains . from Chattanooga and 
Somerset, hurried to the scene with phy- 
siclans and the injured were ntomptly 
eared for. As soon as possible the in- 
jured were taken to their homes. The 
track was cleared and traffic resumed in 
a few hours. 

Wreck at Campobello, 8. C. 

Spartanburg, 8. C., December 3.—(Spe- 
cial.)—A freight wreck occurred near 
Campobello, 18 miles from this city, at 
an early hour today by which eight coal 
cars were demolished, only the engine and 
cab remaining on the track. The acci- 
dent occurred at the south end of Morrow 
creek trestle and was cfhused by the 
spreading of the track: No one wag in- 
jured: The pjassengers on the Asheville 
line are being transferred at the scene 
of the wreck.

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NICOLAUS Is ACQUITTED. 


St. Louis Boodler Leaves Court a Free

St. Louis. December 3.—(Special.)—

Two Men Die in Horrible Ac- 
cident at Sharon, Pa 


Sharon, Pa., December 3.—Two men are 
dead, two are not expected to recover and 
one other is in a serious condition as thie 
result of one of the worst accidents in 
the history of the South Sharon works 
cf the United Steel Company. 

Among the injured is James Lloyd, su- 
verintendent of the open hearth depart- 
ment. He was badly burned, but physi- 
cians state that he will recover. 

The dead are: 

EVAN ROBERTS, aged 18, arms and 
legs and head burned off; only the trunk 
remains. 

JOHN DURBIN, aged 35, burned about 
head and body. 

Shortly before noon one of the ponder- 
ous ladies conveying forty tons of molten 
steel was started on its way along the 
traveling crane over the open hearth fur- 
naces. Slowly the great vessel moved 
until when just over the head of the 
workmen standing below,” who were 
awaiting disposition of the metal, it was 
seen to tilt violently. Then it emptied a 
portion of the contents directly upon the 
heads of the men at work below. 

Evan Roberts received the greater por- 
tion of the fiery deluge and hardly any 
semblance of a human being was left. 
Only the trunk was found, and it was two 
hours before identification was establish- 
ed. Durban died this evening from the 
effects of his burns.

St. Louis, December 3.—Julian Ralph, 
the. war correspondent and author, ts

repetition of the attack will prove fatal. 

The attack occurred jast night and Mr, 
Ralph is resting easter tonight and ex- 
pectantly awaiting the coming of his wife, 
who has been summoned from New York 
and who is expected to arrive tomorrow. 

Mr. Ralph was yesterday appointed 
manager of the eastern headquarters of 
the Louisiana purchase exposition in New 
York and last night a number of friends 
tendered him a dinner at the St. Louis 
Crub. 

Some friends accompanied Mr. Ralph 
to his apartments at the Southern hotel 
after the dinner and they ast conversing 
until midnight, when he was attacked 
with a hemorrhage. He sank into tn- 
consciousness and was ‘hurriedly placed in 
bed. 

Before a physician could be called the 
patient regained consciousness and for- 
bade that a physician be summoned. He 
remained in a stupor all night, but ral- 
lied somewhat today and consented to 
have medical attention, and also asked 
that his wife be summoned.

Franchise Tax Indorsed. in 
House-by the Vote of 
134 to 17..

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\Morris’ decision that the substitute was 
mot germain and could not be consikiered, 
was overruled by a vote of 106 to 4. 

| The point of order that tae Candler 
substitute was not germain and was 
therefore out of order was made by Mr. 

Cann, of Chatham. 

Mr. Cann said in support of his point ol 
order that the substitute contemplated a 
very different thing from the origina! 
bill, as was shown clearly in the caption, 
the original bili] seeking’ to amend a sec- 
tion of tne code, while the substitute 
looked to the enactment, of an entireiy 
different law. Mr. Candler, of DeKalb, 
took issue with Mr. Cann, holding that 
both bills related to the same subject 
matter—the taxation of franchises. The 
two bills were simply different methods 
of getting at the Same objective end, and 
the substitute was therefore germain. 

Mr. Slaten, of Fulton, wao favors 4 
franchise tax, sustained Mr. Cann’s point 
of order, and in doing so referred to the 
senate’s action last year in inquiring by 
what method the house had passed the 
Howard franchise tax bill. He argued 
from this that there should be no doubt 
whatever as to the action of the house, so 
that the measure would be in no danger 
of falling on a technicality. The originai 
bill and substitute were quite different; 
one seeks merely to amend the code, 
while the other sought to enact a new law 
entirely. 

“The substitute,’’ Mr. Slaton said, “is a 
revenue bill, and under the constitution 
revenue bills can originate only in the 
house. If as a revenue biil tais substitute 
could not be introduced in the senate, it 
cannot be offered as a substitute for a 
bill amending the code which could origi- 
nate in the senate. 

“IT favor the franchise tax and I sub- 
mit this in behalf of the bill because lI 
do not desire to see it defeated on a 
technicality.”’ 

Mr. George, of Morgan, declared there 
Was no difference between toe two meas- 
ures, and even should it be considered 
that there were a difference, there were 
many precedents for offering such a sub- 
stitute as this. Mr. Calvin, of Richmond, 
thought the point of order was well 
taken. 

Judge Akin, of Bartow, called attention 
to the fact that to sustain the point of 
order would mean practically to kill tae 
bill, the only bill which promised muca 
neéded relief to the people, and he urged 
that! the point be overruled. 

Mr. Cann said he favored taxing fran- 
chises and did not seek to kill the bill as 
had been suggested. He merely wanted 
to point out the danger in tais mode of 
procedure under which it might be pos- 
sible to report as a substitute a measure 
having an entirely different effect from 
the original bill. 

Mr. Rankin, of Gordon, spoke against 
the point of order, citing certain house 
rules in support of his views. 

Speaker Sustains Point. 


Speaker Morris in sustaining the point 
made by Mr. Cann said he favored a 
franchise tax and wanted that under- 
stood; taough he would have to uphold 
the point. House rule No. 90 says a sub- 
stitute is simply an amendment. A sub- 
stitute is in effect a motion to strike out 
all after the enacting clause and insert 
that offered as a substitute. If that 
should be done in this case the fresult 
would be a bill with a caption providing 
for an amndment to section 767 of the 
code, and a body referring in no way to 
the caption. Such a measure, Speaker 
unconstitu- 
tional and would be so declared by the 
courts. The speaker read several de- 
cisions on tais point from the speakers 
of ‘the national house of representatives, 
and sustained the point made by Mr. 
Cann, 

Mr. Candler, of DeKalb, entered an ap- 
peal from the decision of the chair, and 
yielded the floor to Mr. Hall, of Bibb. Mr. 
Hall said this was one of the most im- 
portant questions before the house. The 
house, ne said, was absolutely the, judge 
as to whether this substitute was ger- 
main, and if passed, he declared, no court 
coula4 question its constitutionality. He 
@aid the house should not permit the 
speaker to cut it off from consideration 
of a measure which was of such great 
importance to the people. 

Mr. Tigner, of Muscogee, said waile he 
favored getting at all these tax dodgers 
in a fair way, he objected to this hasty 
legislation, which he declared wouid 

unge the state into endless litigation. 

® declared the speaker's ruling should 
be sustained, and believed the house was 
bound by certain laws in its enactments. 

Mr. Slaton took the floor to sustain tae 
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judge, so far as it relates to its own pro- 
cedure. He held that where two meas- 
ures deal with the same subject matter, 
even though in a different way, one is 
absolutely germain to the other. If the 
measure were passed the senate would 
not dare to inquire into the action of tae 
house. 

‘The genate did inquire into the pas- 
sage of this bill by the house as the 
gentleman ‘from Fulton ‘gays,’ Mr. 
Candler said, ‘‘and if I remember right, 
the senate was told to’ mind {ts own busi- 
ness. The fact of the matter is the sen- 
ate hag nothing to do with it.” 

Were the bill to pass, Mr. Candler said, 
only the substitute would go to the sen- 
ate, and the senate would have no basis 
for any such technica) point of order as 
was suggested. He said the bil] by Mr. 
Reid was an absolute nullity, and the 
substitute was the only measure under 
which anything toward the. real taxation 
of franchises could be accomplished. 

“I appeal to every man who is sincere 
in his desire to tax  franchiges,’’: Mr.

Judge Atkin’s Strong Speech. 

Judge Akin, of Bartow; said he re- 
gretted to have to take issue with the 
speaker the first time this session. Judge 
Akin took decisions from Hynds’ Pariia- 
mentary Precedents, from which Speaker 
Morris had quoted, to show that parlia- 
mentary decisions had been rendered in 
congress waich were directly contrary to 
the stand taken by the speaker. He said 
there was not a decision quoted in the 
book that would sustain Speaker Morris 
up to the time when the national body 
became corrupted by party prejudices. 
As to rule 90 of the present house, Judge 
Akin said under the broadest construc- 
tion it did not sustain the speaker. Under 
that rule, ae declared, it became neces- 
sary to change the caption Of any sub- 
stitute in order to bring it Into conso- 
nance with the terms of the new meas- 
ure. 

The bill by Mr. Reid, of Campbell, 
Judge Akin declared, was ‘“‘vain and in- 
nocuous.” It would accomplish nothing 
toward-the desired end and he could only 
favor- the substitute as the needed 
remedy. ; 

“The senate made that inquiry last 
year, in my opinion, simply to get an ex- 
cuse to keep from passing the bill,’ Judge 
Akin said, 

“I don't know what the senate is goin 
to do this time, but I do know this ques- 
tion ef taxing franchises is going to be an 
issue in Georgia next year, and the year 
after that and always until the people of 
this state find relief from their heavy 
burden in the taxation of taose who are 
now escaping it. 

“I dc not question the sincerity of those 
who differ with, me; but they wil] find 
out that I am on the side, and they are 
not on the side of the people of the state 
of Georgia, who will not muca longer 
permit their will in this matter to be 
thwarted.’’. 

Mr. George, of Morgan, spoke earnestly 
in favor of overruling the speaker's de- 
cision. He argued that the house was the 
sole judge of its parliamentary proce- 
dure, and if the houSe journal showed the 
bill mad been passed no court could go 
behind that statement. 

“Are not loca] bills passed here every 
‘Saturday with only thirty or forty mem- 
bers present?’’ Mr. George asked, ‘‘And 
has it not been decided that the house 
journal showing the passage of those 
bills by a constitutional majority cannot 
be questioned?” 


To Sustain the Speaker. 


Mr. Reid, of Campbell, submitted fthat 
a measure waich sought to provide a ma- 
chinery for collecting taxes on ‘fran- 
chises was entirely different from a 
measure which simply defined franchises 
as taxable property. The subject matter 
of the substitute was entirely different, he 
said, and therefore not germain. Tae 
questions were different and the substi- 
tute should be ruled out. He appealed for 
the original bill, waich simply defined 
franchisés as taxable property, a propo- 
sition which he said the corporations with 
valuable franchises could not escape. 
lmere was no machinery about it to 
which they ‘could raise petty object{ons 
and tous defeat its operations. With this 
measure the corporations woypld either 
have to acknowledge or deny the right of 
the state to tax them, and the question 
of machinery. would come afterwards. 

Mr. Flynt, of Spalding, declared the 
substitute was germain to the original 
bill and said it was up to the house to so 
decide if it wanted any francaise tax 
legislation at this session. He believed 
corporations ought to be made to pay 
their just proportion of the tax and ap- 
pealed to the house to sustain the appeal 
from the speaker's decision. 

Speaker Morris took “he floor in de- 
fense of his decision, basing his argu- 
ment upon rule 90 of the house which 
defines a substitute as ‘‘simply an amend- 
ment.”’

cite coal companies and their employees 
having failed to come to an agreement 
during the Thanksgiving recess of the 
strike commission, the hearing of the 
miners’ side of the case was continued 
today, as heretofore, and unless some- 
thing is done by the lawyers on both 
sides to curtail matters, its proceedings 
will surely run into next year. With the 
reassembling of the commission today, 
however, there was a revival of the talk 
of a settlement ‘‘out of court.”" Nothing 
definite has been done and neither side 
has approached the other as far as can 
be learned regarding further negotiations, 
but as one prominent attorney expressed 
it, “there is something in the air.’’ 

The lawyers on both sides have heard 
the rumor, and profess they know noth- 
ing about it, “‘but would not be, surprised 
if something in the way of an agreement 
is réached before the hearipgs are con- 
cluded.” f 

Chairman Gray; speaking for the com- 
mision today, again expressed the hope 
that efforts woud be,made by both sides 
to agree on as many points as possible, 
and that the commission was ready to 
lend coneiliatory help to bring about that 


end. 
Mitchell Again Testifies. 

Today's proceedings were of 4 more or 
iess desultory character. Six witnesses 
were on the stand during the two ses- 
sions. They were President Mitchell, two 
photographers, two practical miners, one 
of them a Hungarian, and the wife of a 
German miner. Mr. Mitchell was on. the 
stand. for a short time only, and was 
called to show that a 20 per cent increase 
in wages did not mean a corresponding in- 
crease in the price per ton of coal. The 
photographers produced about half a 
hundred photographs they had taken of 
the homes of mine workers in the Hazle- 
ton region, which territory was under in- 
vestigation today. The two miners testi- 
fied with reference to wages paid and 
working conditions at the collieries of 
Coxe Bros. & Co., an independent con- 
cern in the Hazleton region, and the wo- 
man, whose husband is employed in the 
Coxe mines, told a story of poverty. 

The commissioners at times were seem- 
ingly impatient at the way the procedings 
Cragged. While they had a half dozen 
witnesses before them, they did not learn 
much more than they already knew. On 
tneir trip through the coa] fields they saw 
houses whdse general appearance was 
worse than those pictured today and they 
aiso received much information along the 
lines presented today from the men in the 
mines which they visited. : 


Anxious for Ewideéence. 

They are anxious for the documentary 
evidence, such as wage statement and 
other data bearing on wages and condi- 
tions. This was strongly evidenced today 
when they eagerly seized upon the due 
bills handed up by the Hungarian wit- 
ness. Every man of the commission ex- 
amined these and had questions to ask 
ubout them. One of the commissioners 
said today it was principally a question 
of Wages, and they wanted these facts as 
quickly as they can get them. In this 
connection there was considerable discus- 
Sion between the attorneys for all sides 
and the commission regarding the docu- 
mentary evidence. Both parties to the 
controversy had agreed to try to agree as 
far as possible on a summary of the great 
mass of figures that the hundreds of ac- 
countants for the different companies are 
computing, but the task is such a &tupen- 
dous one. taking in as it does about 145,000 
men and boys, that neither side is yet 
ready to go into that feature of the in- 
vestigation. 

The commission has decided to give all 
companies who have not yet become a 
party to the arbitration commission until 
10 o'clock tomorrow morning to file their 
answer to President Mitchell’s original 
statement of the miners’ case.

HENRY OF PLES 
AT WASHINGTON 


Kaiser Will Name the Prince 
To Succeed Von Holleben 
as Ambassador, 


Berlin, December 3.~In the event of Dr. 
von Holleben’s retirement from the post 
as ambassador at Washington, which is 
considered possible within a year, Em- 
peror William's choice of his. successor 
is Prince Henry of Pless. The prince re- 
turned from the United States, where he 
attended the opening of the new build- 
ing of the New York chamber of com- 
merce, keen for the appointment at 
Washington. His desire was conveyed 
to the emperor and approved of. His 
majesty attaches considerable importance 
to the social side of the embassy at 
Washington, and considers that the 
wealthy prince and princess of Piess are 
especially fitted to dispense German hos- 
pitality at the capital. 

Prince Henry of Piless only left the 
diplomatic service because of former 
Chancellor von Caprivi’s ruling that any 
one marrying a foreigner must fesign his 


post. 

Chancellor von Buelow’s candidate is 
Dr. Mumm von Schwartzenstein, the 
German minister to China. Another pos- 
sibility is Baron Speck von Sternburg, 
German consul general at Calcutta, who 
is not unfavorably regarded at the for- 
eign office, though he is liable to attack 
from some quarters, as he is supposed 
to be an unusually warm friend of the 
United States. Baron von Sternburg’s 
friends affirm that President Roosevelt, 
six months ago, expressed a preference 
for the baron to succeed Dr. von Holleben 
when the iatter is retired. Some such 
expression from the president appears 
to have been conveyed to this govern- 
ments.

Document Sent to Congress 
by Roosevelt Buried in 
White House.

A copy of the message sent 
to congress yesterday by the president, 
autographs of the Roosevelt children, 
specimens of United States coins and the 
chisel with which the mason did the work, 
were sealed in a marble casket, which 
then was deposited in a bed of cement be- 
neath 'the floor of the main hallway. Cov- 
ering the little treasure box was placed 
a marble slab bearing the inscription, 
**1792-1902,’’ in an cllipse of stars, one for 
each state of-the union. .The idea of 
making the deposit originated with the 
workmen employed on the interior finish- 
ings of the white house.

bility in the other territories are present 
in the same degree as in Oklahoma. 


May Go It Alone. 

The Oklahoma people have played 
straight with the other territories so far, 
but there are indications of a movement 
on their part to break away from Arizona 
and New Mexico and make a strong fight 
on their own accovunt. 

Their case is somewhat complicated by 
the demand of the people of Indian Ter- 
ritory, who claim that, having nearly 
the sam: population as Oklahoma, the 
Yatter territory should either pool issues 
with them and that there should be made 
of Oklahoma and Indian Territory one 
large state. This proposition has a great 
many advocates, e8pecially in Indian Ter- 
ritory. The status of things here in 
Washingtor. is iikely to be somewhat af- 
fected by the, action ofthe “one state 
convention,” consisting of a thousand 
delegates from both Oklahoma and In- 
dian, Territery, which is in session this 
week and which it is. expected will send 
a large delegation on here to fight for 
the admission of both territories as a 
single state. The people of Indian Ter- 
ritory are making a desperate play to 
get into the present game, for they 
realize that if Oklahoma is admitted it 
will be a very long time before a propo- 
sition to admit Indian Territory as a 
separate state will be seriously enter- 
teined. While that territory has a large 
anc prospercus population and does not 
differ in signs of material progress from 
Oklahoma, the records show a very large 
percentage of illiteracy. The character 
of its population taken as a whole is 
such that it would unquestionably be a 
long time before Indian Territory could 
by itself legitimately aspire to  state- 


hood. 
Not Much Wanted. 

The residents of Indian Territory want 
to come in with Oklahoma a great deal 
worse than the people of Oklahoma want 
to have them. A great many of the Okla- 
homa people figure that if the two ter- 
ritories were admitted as one state, the 
eastern or Indian Territory half would 
be a very great drag upon the state as 
a whole. . 

This ‘‘one state’’ movement, however, 
will unquestionably complicate the situa- 
tion. A hard fight over the pending Dill 
is to be expected. 

A ereat deal of the sentiment against 
admission comes from eastern senators 
who are strongly opposed to the admis- 
sion of any other western states, because 
an addition to the present list would add 
materially to the strength of those west- 
ern states in the senate. The eastern 
sentiment is reflected in the argument 
that the admission of these three terri- 
tories would give to the strip of compara- 
tively recently admitted states, running 
down from the Dakotas to the Mexican 
border, a total membership of twenty-six 
in the senate, while New York, with a pop- 
ulation approximately as great as that of 
all of these states combined, has but 
two senators. 

Jealousy of the east for the west is in 
reality back of this opposition. 

The Politics in It. 

Of course, the political complexion of 
these three territories is cutting a figure 
in the consideration of their applications 
for statehood. Opponents of ng 
are talking about the certainty of a 
three becoming democratic states. There 
is. however, no very tangible evidence 
that this will result. Arizona is demo- 
cratic, New Mexico is quite gtrongly re- 
publican, and Okiahoma is _ republican, 
though it is pretty close in that state.

MAKES WHEELS 
STICK TO RAILS 


Wonderful Appliance Is Be- 
ing Tested on Chicago — 
Railway. 


Chicago, Ills., December 3.—(Special.)— 
A. A. Honey, former superintendent of 
telegraph for the Northern Pacific rail- 
road, who is now suffering from a stroke 
of paralysis, is the invehtor of a mag- 
netic appliance by which adhesion is in- 
creased between the whels of a loco- 
motive and the rails to such an extent 
that the use of sand is done away with 
entirely. This patent appliance was to- 


| day placed on exhibition in the Reaper 


block. The appliance can also be placed 
on street cars, and it is said that sleet or 
‘snow on the rails will not interfere in 
the least with its efficiency. 

The appliance is being demonstrated 
on a miniature street car, which is so 
magnetized to the rails that it can be 
stopped on a steep incline of 4 degrees. 
Here are some of the claims made for 
the invention: That it substitutes mag- 
netism for dead weight in order to in- 
crease adhesion between drive wheels 
and rails; that it does away with slipping 
wheels under all conditions of rails; that 
it does not change the present condition 
of equipment; that it increases the effi- 
ciency of the present brake 300 per cent, 
making it possible to bring a train to a 
standstill instantly, without sliding. an 
inch. Inventor Honey equipped several 
locomotives of the Northern Pacific road 
with his appliance more than a year ago,

To Test All Oil. 

N interesting bill passed by the senate 
Pivestiedas was the measure by Senator 
Park, of the thirty-sevegth district, 
which pravides for an inspection of the 
illuminating qualities of oil used for il- 
luminating purposes. According to the 
bill the general inspector, upon complaint 
to the agricultural department, shall se- 
cure samples of the oil complained of and 
submit them to the state chemist. In the 
event the chemist, after analyzing the 
samples, determines that the oi] is defec- 
tive, even though it may be rfectly 
safe after the usual flash test, it will be 
the duty of the Jjnspector to properly 
mark the oil ta prevent its sale. Those 
responsible for the oil may, under the 
provisions of the bill, be punished the 
game as persons guilty of selling oil which 
is found to be unsafe. 


May Veto the Bill. 

S an indication of what Governor 

Terrell will do in regard to the bill 
proposing to change the time of holding 
sessions of the legislature, a message 
sent to the house by Governor Northen 
in 1892, vetoing such a bill, is of interest.

Small Vote with Many

Upper House Had Another Recor 
Breaking Business Session, 


Penitentiary Bill the Special Order 
for This Morning, While the 
Australian ‘Ballot System 
Bill Has Been Set for 
Consideration. 


With but comparatively few -working 
days left in the present session, the up- 
per house of the general assembly has, 
within the past two days, disposed of 
practically all the business before the 
senate for action. Every measure that 
has been in shape to be acted upon. 72a8 
been considered. Thirty-five measures— 
house aid senate bills—were disposed of 
yesterday, while a number of bills were 
read for the first and second titme so that 
they might be taken up in regular order 
without delay. 

From the time the senate was called to 
order by President Howell at 10 o'clock 
yesterday morning until adjournment 
hour at 1 o’clock, tae senators were hard 
at work disposing of the business on the 
secretary’s desk. On the previous day 
the desk had very near:y been cleared. 
but a number of bills were sent in from 
committees with reports and these were 
taken up in proper order during the ses- 
sion. 

Some discussion was had Over the bill 
by Senator Park having reference to in- 
creasing the time during waiqh text- 
books in town, county and city schools 
May not be changed. Some Opposition 
was evidenced and at the request of the 
author of the bill it was tabled tem- 
porarily. A bill of considerable interest, 
and one which was passed, was that by 
Senator Perry with reference to the cre- 
ation of libraries for county schools 
taroughout the state, 

Substitute Was Adopted. 

As originally pregented this measure 
stipulated that a commission of five, to 
be appointed by the governor, and of 
which the state school commissioner was 
to be ex-officio member and chairman, 
should select the list of supplementary 
books for the libraries to be used in con- 
nection with the regular studies of tne 
students. The educational committee, 
however, reported back the bil} in the 
shape of a substitute which provided that 
the board of education in each county 
should be authorized to select the li- 
brary books. The substitute was adopt- 
ed. It is provided in the bill that each 
county may use $10 per. year of the fund 
apportioned to ‘that county for school 
purposes to purehase the books provided 
the citizens of the cOmmunity raise a 
similar sum of money. 

The bill by Setiator Lee to autaorize the 
governor to require the attorney general 
to assume, without additional compensa- 
tion, the duties formerly devolving upon 
the state’s special agent of the Western 
and Atlantic raflroad, was aiso passed. 
Another bill passed was that of Senater 
Comas to make it a misdemeanor ior 
anyone to give or sell liquors to any 
misdemeanor. or ‘felony convict in the 
state, Five house and two senate bills 
failed of passage, ‘the adverse report of 
the various committees being agreed to, 
and five new senate bills were intro- 
duced. 

The Australian bailot svstem bill by 
Mr. Kelly, of Glascock, was made tae 
special order for tomorrow morning At 
11 o'clock, and the bill by Senator Clem- 
ents to continue, the present convict sys- 
tem was made the special order for this 
morning, immediately after the reading 
of the senate journal. In executive ses- 
sion the governor’s appointments which 
were sent in to the upper house on Tues- 
day were confirmed, while the appoint- 
ments made yesterday morning were read 
and will be acted upOn in executive ses- 
sion today. 


Made Special Orders. 

Senator Clements asked unanimous 
consent to take from tae table and place 
on its passage the bill by himself which 
seeks to continue the present lease sys- 
tem at the expiration of the existing cOn- 
tracts.

The Law and Boycotting. 
Litigation as the “outgrowth of boy: 
cotting is no new thing, but a verdict 
for damages in Ireland, the birth- 
place and habitat of the boycott, is. 
A Dublin jury has recently awarded 


against certain members of the United 
Irish League for boycotting and in- 
timidation. The plaintiff, - David 
O’Keeffe, was a prosperous shopkeeper 
at Tallow. He rented a neighboring 
farm from which the tenant had been 
evicted, in heart-rending Irish fashion, 
for nonpayment of rent. The local 
officials of the league, after due noti- 
fication and warning, which he ignor- 
ed, instituted a boycott against his 
store. As a result of this organzied 
withdrawal of patronage, O’Keeffe al- 
leged in his complaint that his sales 
were reduced from some $70 a day to 
a few cents. From having some 300 
customers, but half a dozen people 
dared to darken his shop door. It was 
shown that one of the chief instigators 
of the boycott was a business competi- 
tor of O’Keeffe, who, of course, profited 
in proportion to his rival’s loss of 
patronage. The injured shopkeeper 
asked damages in the sum of $100,000, 
prosecuting his case vigorously in sev- 
eral courts. The final judgment in 
Dublin was for $25,000, which sum, it 
is said, will fairly reimburse O’Keeffe 
for his actual losses. 

Heretofore the United Irish League 
has ruled things with a high hand in 
many parts of the island, intimidating 
merchants, it is alleged, to such an ex- 
tent that they were afraid to withhold 
credit from members of the league, 
greatly to their cost. The boycott was 
an effective weapon when brought into 
play, and it was resorted to with little 
hesitation. Redress through legal 
means has been exceedingly difficult 
to obtain, even in cases of physical in- 
jury, for violence was sometimes re- 
sorted to. The outcome of the 
O’Keeffe case is hailed as a hopeful in- 
dication by the English press, and the 
belief is expressed that the boycotting 
of shopkeepers who have incurred the 
displeasure of the league .will be less 
common in the future in the troublous 
isle,

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A Merger That Didn’t Merge. 

If credence is to be given the report 
from Chicago, the projected meat- 
packing trust has “died a-bornin’.” 
The plan was to organize a gigantic 
merger on steel trust lines of the few 
great packing houses which now en- 
joy a practical monopoly of the meat 
business of the country, listing the 
plants included in the merger at two 
and one-half times the present esti- 
mated value of their business. The 
present fictitious values assessed 
against consumers by the packers’ 
combine would not have been a cir- 
cumstance to the way they would 
have been pecuniarily garroted, once 
the real thing in the trust line got its 
itching palm on the screw. 

Is the failure of the packing com- 
bine to evolute into a fullfledged trust 
condor a hopeful omen in the trust- 
blackened heavens? There are those 
who think so, but familiarity with 
trust methods and American politics 
of the republican brand may well dis- 
courage premature elation. There are 


the abstract trust will take good care 
to have itself seen through a glass 
darkly. The people, thoroughly alarm- 
ed by its leonine coming in, will be 
cajoled into believing that it is going 
out like a lamb, wabbly-legged and 
shivering in the bitter blast of public 
wrath.

Venezuela’s Dilemma. | 

Unless President Castro, of Vene 
guela, is able to stand off his turbu- 
lent nation’s creditors by emulating 
the sultan of Turkey’s pose as a “sick 
man,” in conjunction with plausible 
promises, he is likely soon to see Eu- 
ropean men-o’-war anchored in Vene- 
zuelan harbors pending the seizure of 
customs to satisfy old claims. There 
is little doubt that Great Britain and 
Germany contemplate jointly taking 
possession of the leading Venezuelan 
ports, after the manner of civilized 
buccaneering, collecting the custom 
house’ receipts until a sufficient sum 
shall have been secured to indemnify 
British and German residents for in- 
juries which the Venezuelan govern- 
ment has failed or refused to pecuni- 
arily redress. It is also probable that 
France will take a similar course. All 
told, the snug sum of $25,000,000: is 
owed by Venezuela to subjects of these 
three powers, though not the entire 
sum is involved in the effort to force 
an immediate settlesnent. 

Germany's claims are said to aggre- 
gate $15,000,000, which includes com- 
pensation for the losses of German 
subjects during the .ecent civil war in 
Venezuela, payment for merchandise 
and munitions of war supplied to Cas- 
tro by German merchants, and liquida- 
tion of arrears of interest and sinking 
fund payments on a $10,000,000 loan 
negotiated six years since. In Eng- 
land and France Venezuelan public and 
private claims to the extent of $10,000.- 
000 are held. 

President Castro is a man of infinite 
When he is not subduing a 
revolution, he is sidestepping a per- 
emptory foreign command to pay, and 
it must be said of him that he has 


| thus far played in great luck in both 


emergencies. He is crafty and knews 
how to employ the brand of blarney 
peculiar to the Latin in an interna- 
tional complication. With the alarm- 
ing prospect of European guns frown- 
ing on his coast, Castro is effusive in 
his protestations of love for the United 
States. Hehas not forgotten. how 
this country once came to his rescue 
when the (ntegrity of Venezuelan ter- 
ritory was threatened by the world’s 
strongest power—barring us. 

But Venezuela’s presidential dicta- 
tor will turn in vain to Uncle Sam this 
time. The case is not one that would 
be at all likely to justify intervention 
on our part, if conducted within the 
rules of international holding up. The 
United States government will be 
quite willing to apply the golden rule 
toward the Buropean cannon mouta 
collectors, for it may find itself under 
the necessity of adopting the same 
method of collection, some day. From 
the standpoint of international credit, 
Venezuela is a hard case. 

The plans of the proposed naval ex- 
pedition to the Caribbean are said to 
be such that they will in no wise con- 
flict with the Monroe doctrine. Indeed, 
the powers interested have ascertain- 
ed in advance, through diplomatic 
channnels at Washington, that any 
method of coercion falling short of 
alienation of Venezuelan territory will 
be regardéd with indifference by tue 
United States. 

In the meantime, President Castro 
is moving heaven and earth to post- 
pone the coming: of the bellicose bill- 
collectors. It is understood chat his 
representations and promises to tie 
allied creditors are now under advise- 
ment, but with little ~> encourage hope 
of leniency. The insistent creditors 
have been lenient to the point 
of the exhaustion of their pa- 
tience. As a matter of fact, 
though, Venezuela is in a _ sorry 
plight financially, the late revolu- 
tion all but bankrupting her. It would 
require extraordinary measures to 
meet even in part the demands of her 
creditors, and a heavier pressure of 
taxation for that purpose would be apt 
to throw the country in arms again. 
It will thus be seen that President 
Castro is between his Satanic majesty 
and the deep sea. 

If the worst comes to the worst. 
Castro has declared he will proclaim 
free trade between Venezuela ani the 
world in order to prevent the carrying 
out of the customs seizure project. 
This is on a par with the ostrich hid- 
ing its head in the sand to escape the 
hunter. When the naval representa- 
tives of the allied powers levied contri- 
butions on the inhabitants and tariff 
duties on the outside world, Venezuela 
would awake to the fact that there is 
more than one way of gathering taxes 
and customs. Should the Venezuelans 
declare an émbargo, they would jump 
from the frying pan into the fire.

Pension Abuse in Georgia. 

The discussion now going on over pen- 
sion reduction in Georgia has reached 
beyond the borders of the state and is 
now being taken up by leading papers 
throughout the south. Under the above 
heading The Charlotte, N. C., Observer 
recently published the following editorial: 

“This pension business is an expensive 
and demoralizing proposition, wherever 
you encounter it. The federal pemston 
system, with its annual] appropriation of 
$140,000,000, is a continuing scandal, and in 
a smaller way the state of Georgia is 
‘Khaving its troubles. The abuse of tne 
state system is under serious discussion 
because it is in danger of bringing serious 
consequences. Upon the sabject The Chat- 
tanooga Times says: 

“This system is confined to invalid 
Georgia veterans of the confederate army, 
and their families; at least, that is the 
intent of the law. The beginning was on 
a small scale. The gratuities were care- 
fully limited to those who needed help, 
and were worthy of it. Buteft grew apace. 
The roll was soon bearing the names of 
men worth thousands of dollars, and the 
unworthy found ways of getting pensions. 
It has increased until the estimate of the 


i bureau for the coming fiscal year is that 


a round million of dollars will be re- 
quired to meet the demand. 

“This in spite of the fact that the 
average confederate soldier of Georgia 
was peculiar in his disinterestedness, pa- 
triotism and geal. The temptation has 
been tco much for the Roman virtue of a 
great many of the veterans, and their 
greed promises, unless it shall be checked 
with a strong hand, to swamp the schools, 
charities and the department of public 
improvements of tne state. It grows, just 
as has grown the federal pension roll, 
since the latter became rather a matter 
of politics and fanatacism, than a thing 
of honor and patriotism. What one sees 
his neighbor get from the pablic treasury 
he is apt to want for himself; tn time he 
is going to try for it, for suéh longings in- 
tensify with time. 
that ‘liberal pensions for patriots’’ is good 
as a play for votes; and then the roll 
stretthes out rapidly.’ 

“God forbid that ex-confederate soldiers 
of any state, who are able toe live inde- 
pendently of the public treasury, should 
make merchandise of their patriotism of 
forty years ago. as so many of the ex- 
federal soldiers do, and seek to have their 
names put on the pension rolls when they 
are not obliged to be there; and the con- 
federate veterans who have no idea of 
doing such a thing themselves would do 
well, for the honor of the name and of 
the cause for which they fought, to exert 
their influence to the end that the public 


generosity be not abused by any unworthy . 


comrade.”’ 
Leaving a Deficit. 

Editor McIntosh makes the following 
comment upon the action of the legisla- 
ture in refusing to apply the public prop- 
erty fund in the manner employed last 
year: 

“With further apparent disregard for 
the state’s ability to meet its financial 
obligations promptly, the house of rep- 
resentatives yesterday added $120,000 more 
to the deficiency waich it evidently pro- 
poses to leave to harrass and embarrass 
the governor and state treasurer.

Sid Lewis on Pensions. 

The following editorial appeared in @ 
recent issue of The Sparta Ishmaelite, 
and is from the pen of Sidney J. Lewis, 
the veteran editor of that paper. Mr. 
Lewis is one of the strongest and ablest 
writers on the Georgia press, is a gal- 
lant confederate soldier, and has ‘been 
a potent factor in shaping public matters 
in Georgia for many years. His editorial 
follows: 

“Confederate. Honor at Stake.” 
(From The Sparta Ishmaelite.) 
The Ishmaelite has been gratified, dur- 
ing the past week, by the strong stand 
taken by The Atlanta Constitution in 
favor of putting the pension system of 
the state on the basis of indigency. It 
is simply imposstble that the state of 
Georgia, oppressed as it is by taxes, 
Should grant a service pension to all 
who served in the confederate armies. 
There is no need to any soldier, who 
served the state faithfully in the glorious 
days of confederate self-sacrifice and 
hopefulness, of whatever of horior there 
may be in being esteemed worthy to be 
enrolled in her pension lists, for that 
honor will be provided for when the 
general roster of those faithful men shall 
have been made out. Where all alike 
were faithful and true, were gallant in 
service and unflagging to the end, there’ 
is no call for making any distinction be- 
tween them in the matter of state bounty 
except such as may be justified by the 
hard and. bitter condition of indigency. 
When it would not be right or feasible, 
then, to pension all who’ fought for 
Georgia’s independence, it is plainly the 
duty of the legislature to single out from 
the number only those who are in dis- 
tressed circumstances, and who mani- 
festly need the bounty of the state. to 
save them from actual want. The con- 
federate cause was the cause of local 
state independence. Its defenders were 
not bummers and hired assassins, killing 
and destroying for so much a month in 
the way of pay. The honor of such 
patriotic service is entirely lost sight of 
in the indiscriminate system with which 
Georgia is now being burdened and con- 
federate memortes and sentiments are 
now being disgraced. Let the pension 
system be reformed and put on the basis 
of indigency. It will be an honor to the 
great cause in which the confederates 
served, and a relief to the staggering tax- 

payers of the state. 

The confederate sentiment of the state 
is in favor of this reform. [ the old 
soldiers, alone, had had the ordering of 
things, the pension system of the state 
would not have grown to the great and 
grasping proportions that now character- 
ize it. But another generation has sprung 
up since the war, and the demagogues 
have traded upon the confederate name 
and fame, until the system has become as 
shameless in kind as that of the dis- 
graced and triumphant north. Neither 
patriotism, nor good fellowship, nor con- 
siderations of common decency are sub- 
served by burdening an already tax rid- 
den people, to make beneficiaries of 
either men or women who are not in 
financial distress, whatever may have 
been their services to the state.

Will Endeavor To Prevent Discon- 
-tinuance of Existing Lines, 


Will Have Conference with City At- 
torney Mayson To Ascertain 
Whether Cat Company 
Can Be Made To Oper- 
ate All Lines. 


Mayor Mims will again become a factor 
in the street car situation in Atlanta. 

He yesterday announced to several of 
his frienus in his office that he would at 
once have a conference with the legal 
advisors of the city to ascertain if it is 
possible to compel the Georgia Railway 
and Etectric Company to operate cars 
on all the lines that were serving the 
patrons of the street railways prior to 
the merger of the Atlanta Railway and 
Power Company with the Atlanta Rapid 
Transit Company. 

Mayor. Mims is under the impression 
that the contract made with the muni- 
cipality at the time of the merger did not 
give the Georgia Railway and Electric 
Company the right to aiscontinue service 
on any street or on anv part of a street. 
He also believes that the city may have 
the right to annul its contract with the 
street railway company in the event that 
all lines are not operated. 

It is about these questions that he de- 
sires interviewing City Attorney James 
L. Mayson and Assistant City Attorney 
W. P. Hatl, He will probably have a con- 
ference with them today and if it is pos- 
sible for the municipality to meve in 
the matter the mayor declares that he will 
set the machinery in motion. 

“Complaints have come from many sec- 
tions of the city,” he stated yesterday 
morning, “about the discontinuance of 
lines and parts of lines. There ts also 
complaint about the service, the citizens 
telling me that the headway that existed 
before the merger is not now being. main- 
tained by the company. If these things 
are true they demand the attention of the 
council.”’ 

The determination of Mayor Mims will 
be learned with interest by those who 
have been complaining against the ser- 
vice given them by the Georgia Railway 
and hiectric Company.

RAILWAY BILLS 
VOTED AGAINST 


Senate Committee Makes 
Adverse Report on Two Im- 
portant Measures, 


After hearing at length from parties In- 
terested, the railroad committee of the 
senate yesterday afternoon made an un- 
favorable report on two important meas- 
ures which were before the committee 
for action. 

One of these bills was by Senator Berry 
and provided that the tracks and right 
of way of any street railway on the 
streets of a city or public roads of the 
country might be condemned by another 
similar company when the authorities of 
the municipality or county decided that 
such was necesSary in order that the 
new company might properly serve its 
patrons. ' 

The other bill was by Senator Mathews 
and sought to require railroads construct- 
ing new railroad crossings at grade to 
put in interlocking and derailing switches 
and maintain them. 

Representatives of several] railroads that 
are building new lines opposed the bill 
by Senator Mathews. The opponents to 
the measure contended that it would put 
an additional burden on all lines now 
building and wouid undoubtedly prohibit 
the construction of smaller lines of road 
in the state. 

Hon. W. A. Dodson, representing the 
Seaboard Air Line, spoke briefly in favor 
of the bill, arguing that it gave protection 
not only to the several railroads that 
would be affected, dut also offered pro- 
tection to patrons of the roads and the 
general public. 

When the street railway bill was taken 
up Judge Spencer R. Atkinson explained 
its object. He said he had drawn the 
mesaure and that it was designed in the 
interest of the general public in the hope 
that competition, in its truest sense, might 
be secured to the people of Georgia. 

While speaking Judge Atkinson stated 
that Moultrie Sessions, of Marietta, told 
him he would build an electric line from 
Marietta to Atlanta if the dill passed. 
Judge Atkinson stated, when questioned 
by Preston Arkwright, president of the 
Georgia Railway and Electric Company, 
of Atlanta, that he had consultéd no one 
regarding the measure, but gad prepared 
it on his own volition because he belleved 
it to be a good measure and one calcu- 
lated to benefit the people, 

Hon. Louis F. Garrard, representing tne 
street railway company of Columbus, op- 
posed the bill in a brief speech in whica 
he said he regarded the measure as un- 
necessary. 

Hon. Washington Dessau, representing 
the street railway interests of Macon, 
spoke against the measure, : 

The committee went into executive ses- 
sion and unanimously agreed upon ad- 
verse reports on the bills Dy Senators 
Perry, and Mathews.

MOUNTAIN GIRL 
GETS A PARDON 


Dolly Pritchard Given Her 
Freedom by Governor 
Yesterday. 


Dolly Pritchard, the central figure in 
one of the most remarkable cases in the 
criminal annals of the state, is a free 
woman. She was pardoned by Governor 
Terrell yesterday, upon recommendation 
of the prison commission. The young 
girl was from Cherokee county and was 
serving a life sentence in the penitentiary, 
having been convicted in the fall of 1900 
of the crime of infanticide. 

In recommending that the pardon be 
granted the pardon board set forth the 
following reasors: 

“The evidence upon which the defendant 
was convicted was wholly circumstantial, 
amd, while it was sufficiently strong to 
justify the verdict of guilty, did not nec- 
essarily demand the same nor remove 
every doubt of her guilt.”
